Service  April  4  To  Feature 
Sephardic  Music 

Sounds  of  the  Sephardim  will  fill  our  sanctuary 
on  Shabbat  morning,  April  4th,  beginning  at 
9:15  A.M.,  for  the  16th  Annual  Sarah  and 
Samuel  Shapiro  Memorial  Liturgical  Music 
Service.  Leading  the  service,  Cantor  David 
Lefkowitz  will  be  accompanied  by  organist  Neil 
Robinson  and  the  Synagogue  Concert  Choir, 
under  the  direction  of  conductor  Abraham  Kap¬ 
lan.  Highlights  of  the  service  will  include 
selections  from  Congregation  Shearith  Israel, 
New  York’s  famous  Spanish  and  Portuguese 
Synagogue,  made  possible  through  the  efforts 
of  Cantor  Ira  Bigeleisen. 

Many  Jews  believe  that  some  of  our  present  day 
music,  particularly  familiar  synagogue  melo¬ 
dies,  have  come  down  to  us  from  antiquity. 
While  some  Festival  chants  do,  in  fact,  origi¬ 
nate  from  the  Middle  Ages,  nearly  all  Jewish 
liturgical  music  is  of  relatively  recent  vintage, 
composed  during  the  past  three  or  four  centu¬ 
ries.  It  was  only  in  Italy  in  the  late  16th  and 
early  17th  centuries  that  Salomone  Rossi,  the 
first  person  to  do  so,  composed  and  notated 
music  used  in  Jewish  prayer.  Therefore,  we  do 
not  know  for  sure  that  any  music  currently  in 
use  in  Sephardic  services  was  ever  sung  in 
Spain  prior  to  the  expulsion  of  the  Jewish 
community  in  1492. 

As  Jews  left  Spain  and  Portugal  and  sought 
refuge  in  Greece,  Turkey,  Italy,  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  and  Great  Britain,  they  absorbed  the 
musical  languages  of  these  countries  into  their 
worship.  We  can  only  assume  that  they  carried 
with  them  elements  of  their  earlier  musical 
expression  which  subsequently  became  inte¬ 
grated  with  the  music  of  their  new  cultural 
environments.  With  the  continuing  development 
of  their  cultures,  these  communities  employed 
the  talents  of  secular  composers  to  beautify 
worship  services,  particularly  in  18th  century 
Amsterdam.  By  the  early  19th  century,  compo-

From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

Destruction  From  Within 

We  celebrate  Purim  on  March  18  and  19  this 
year,  and,  as  always,  we  look  forward  to  the 
tumult,  fun  and  laughter  that  this  holiday  brings 
us.  Purim  reminds  us  of  how  rich  our  religion 
is,  because  it  incorporates  joyful,  playful  holi¬ 
days  like  Purim,  as  well  as  deep  introspective 
holidays  like  Yom  Kippur.  As  a  people,  we 
have  much  to  be  thankful  for  and  reason  to  be 
joyous.  And  we  express  that  joy  through  the 
merriment  of  Purim. 

We  especially  remember  that  once,  in  a  far  off 
land  (or  was  it  a  thousand  times,  in  many  far  off 
lands...),  a  tyrant  tried  to  destroy  us,  tried  to 
wipe  the  Jewish  people  off  the  face  of  the  earth. 
We  remember  that  he  had  the  king  on  his  side 
and  all  the  proper  documentation  to  carry  out 
the  evil  deed.  But  he  failed.  Not  only  did  he  fail 
to  destroy  us,  but  his  plan  backfired  so  badly 
that  we  destroyed  him  and  all  his  would-be 
followers.  And  so  we  are  overjoyed  on  Purim 
and  make  it  a  day  of  ‘’merrymaking  and 
feasting,  and  as  a  holiday,  an  occasion  for 
sending  gifts  to  one  another.”  (Book  of  Esther 
9:19) 

We  do  have  much  to  celebrate.  We  live  in  a  land 
where  the  “Hamans,”  when  they  exist,  are 
generally  prevented  from  acting  on  their  feel¬ 
ings  of  hate.  We  live  in  a  country  where  our 
practice  of  Judaism  is  protected  by  law,  and 
where,  for  the  most  part,  we  have  the  freedom 
to  act  openly  as  Jews.  In  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  our  biggest  concern  no  longer  has  to  be 
destruction  by  an  external  enemy.  But  we  do 
have  to  be  concerned  and  alarmed  by  the 
destruction  from  within.  For  us,  the  “Hamans” 
we  need  to  destroy  often  come  from  within 
ourselves  and  our  communities  —  the  apathy, 
lack  of  knowledge,  lack  of  observance,  lack  of 
commitment  to  our  synagogues  and  institutions. 
Our  most  powerful  enemies  —  the  ones  who  are 
insidiously  destroying  us  —  are  ourselves. 

We  consciously  place  Judaism  at  the  bottom  of 


our  priorities;  we  assume  someone  else  will 
ensure  the  survival  of  our  people.  We  want  the 
finest  elementary,  secondary  and  college  educa¬ 
tions  for  our  children.  Do  we  give  their  Jewish 
education  even  a  fraction  of  the  thought  we  give 
their  secular  education?  We  spend  hours  and 
hours  of  time  at  “important”  social  and  profes¬ 
sional  functions.  How  many  hours  of  our  week 
are  spent  at  our  synagogues  —  in  prayer,  in 
study,  in  social  action  and  interaction?  We  look 
forward  with  anticipation  to  “holiday  week¬ 
ends.”  Do  we  show  the  same  enthusiasm  for 
Pesah,  Sukkot  and  Shavuot? 

We  have  much  to  celebrate  this  Purim  —  a  rich 
tradition,  filled  with  holidays  which  are  attuned 
to  all  of  our  emotions  —  joy,  as  well  as 
thoughtful  introspection.  This  Purim  we  cele¬ 
brate  yet  another  year  when  “the  tyrant”  —  the 
external  one  —  has  been  defeated.  Let  us 
decide,  too,  that  the  internal  enemy  —  our  lack 
of  Jewish  commitment  —  will  also  never  de¬ 
stroy  us. 

A  happy  and  joyous  Purim  to  all!

^ltions  attributed  to  Rabbi  David  de  Aaron  de 
Sola,  scion  of  an  old  and  distinguished  Amster¬ 
dam  family,  who  served  as  minister  at  Bevis 
Marks  Synagogue  in  London,  appeared.  Thus, 
the  synagogue  music  of  the  Sephardim,  like  that 
of  the  Ashkenazim,  is  the  result  of  an  evolving 
process  which  drew  upon  the  music  of  sur¬ 
rounding  cultures. 

The  April  4th  service  coincides  with  Rosh 
Hodesh  Nissan  which  will  allow  additional 
opportunity  to  draw  from  the  Sephardic  reper¬ 
toire,  notably  for  the  Psalms  of  Hallel.  Also  to 
be  included  will  be  new  arrangements  of  tradi¬ 
tional  Sephardic  music  being  created  specifically 
for  this  occasion.

•  Enjoy  a  festive  meal  late  in  the  day  of  Purim 
on  Thursday,  March  19th.

“Faceless  Voices  From 
The  Choir  Loft” 

Editor’s  Introduction:  I  usually  sit  in  the  back  of 
the  sanctuary  during  special  liturgical  and  regu¬ 
lar  services  to  be  closer  to  my  husband,  Mai 
Eisenberg,  who  is  stationed  in  the  back  welcom¬ 
ing  people  to  our  services.  But  this  past  fall,  at 
the  Friday  Evening  Liturgical  Service  which 
featured  the  music  of  Bonia  Shur,  I  decided  to 
get  myself  a  good  seat  upfront.  Like  the  seat, 
the  decision  was  a  good  one  since  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Concert  Choir,  Neil  Robin¬ 
son,  and  Abraham  Kaplan  where  performing  in 
the  front  of  the  sanctuary  rather  than  “on  high” 
in  the  choir  loft.  And  what  an  experience  it  was 
for  me  to  see  the  faces  of  those  previously 
impersonal  faceless  voices  in  the  choir  loft  offer 
up  the  evening’s  especially  beautiful  liturgical 
music.  The  voices  of  the  choir  became  human 
and  personal  and  impacted  on  me  in  a  fresh  and 
forceful  way. 

From  this  experience  came  the  idea  of  inter¬ 
viewing  three  faceless  voices,  in  particular, 
who  have  given  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
much  pleasure  in  past  and  recent  years;  to 
render  them  personally  knowable  to  all  of  us 
who  have  enjoyed  their  singing.

City  from  Detroit  (where  her  grandfather  was  a 
Bal  Tefila  and  her  grandmother  ran  a  yeshiva) 
in  1980  and  was  hired  by  Cantor  Lefkowitz 
immediately  after  her  audition.  She  spent  eight 
years  with  us  and  became  known  to  and  appre¬ 
ciated  by  many  members  of  the  congregation. 
During  the  last  three  years  of  her  tenure  here 
she  served  as  the  quartet’s  soprano  and  as  the 
“choral  contractor”  who  is  responsible  for 
auditioning  and  hiring  those  extra  voices  for  the 
special  services,  weddings,  and  funerals.  Later, 
while  still  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  she 
became  the  cantorial  soloist,  who  sings  in  the 
role  of  cantor,  for  a  Reform  temple  in 
Brooklyn. 

Because  of  the  knowledge  and  love  of  liturgical 
music  she  gained  while  working  with  Cantor 
Lefkowitz  at  our  synagogue,  as  well  as  her 
“profound”  experience  in  the  role  of  cantor  in 
Brooklyn,  she  made  the  big  decision  to  apply  to 
the  School  of  Sacred  Music  of  Hebrew  Union 
College,  the  theological  seminary  of  the  Reform 
Movement.  She  was  accepted  and  commenced 
her  studies  there  in  1988. 

In  addition,  for  the  past  three  years,  she  has 
been  the  part-time  cantor  for  Temple  Israel  of 
Jamaica,  Queens,  a  congregation  of  400  fami¬ 
lies,  which  has  an  organ  and  a  professional 
quartet.  While  there,  she  officiated  at  all  of  their 
holiday  and  Shabbat  services.  She  also  had  the 
responsibility  of  teaching  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  young¬ 
sters  and  adults. 

During  her  first  year  in  the  School  of  Sacred 
Music,  she  lived  in  Jerusalem  for  a  year,  a 
requirement  of  all  first  year  students,  and  then 
returned  to  Israel  the  next  summer  for  a  singing/ 
concert  tour  in  Tel  Aviv  and  Jerusalem. 

As  of  now,  she  has  passed  her  senior  oral 
comprehensive  exams  with  honors  and  will 
have  her  Master’s  recital  on  March  3rd  at  12:15 
P.M.,  at  which  time  she  will  perform  her  own 
compositions.  She  will  be  graduating  from  the 
School  of  Sacred  Music  on  May  14th  and  her 
investiture  as  cantor  will  take  place  on  May 
17th. 

Besides  seeking  a  full  time  cantorial  position, 
she  is  married  and  expecting  her  first  child  on  or 
about  April  30th. 

Since  interviewing  for  a  position,  she  happily 
reports  that  most  Conservative  and  Reform 
congregations  seem  to  have  no  trouble  accept¬ 
ing  a  woman  cantor  and  no  one  seems  to  care 
that  she’s  about  to  be  a  new  mother  (how 
quickly  things  have  changed!). 

She  told  me  that  she  considers  Cantor  Lefkowitz 
to  be  her  mentor  and  that  it  was  a  privilege  to  be 
able  to  work  with  him;  that  the  music  at  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  was  inspiring  and  that 
singing  here  was  “the  best  part  of  my  singing 
life!” 

We  wish  her  the  very  best  both  as  a  new  mother 
and  in  her  future  career  as  a  cantor.

Judge  Kaye  graduated  cum  laude  from  the  New 
York  University  School  of  Law  in  1962.  She 
was  an  associate  editor  of  the  Law  Review  and 
a  member  of  the  Order  of  the  Coif.  She  then 
spent  one  and  a  half  years  in  the  Litigation 
Department  of  Sullivan  &  Cromwell  and,  there¬ 
after,  joined  the  corporate  legal  staff  of  IBM  in 
Armonk,  N.Y.  In  1965,  she  returned  to  New 
York  University  as  a  part-time  assistant  to  then 
Dean  Russell  D.  Niles  and,  through  three 
pregnancies,  worked  with  Dean  Niles  on  the 
preparation  of  articles  and  speeches  on  a  variety 
of  subjects  dealing  with  the  legal  profession, 
particularly  merit  selection  of  judges. 

In  February,  1969,  Judge  Kaye  joined  the  firm 
of  Olwine,  Connelly,  Chase,  O’Donnell  & 
Weyher  in  New  York  City  as  a  part-time 
commercial  litigation  associate  and  remained 
there  for  nearly  15  years,  becoming  a  partner  in 
1975. 

She  also  participated  in  public  service  activities 
throughout  her  career  as  a  lawyer.  Until  her 
appointment  to  the  bench,  she  had  for  six  years 
been  a  director,  then  a  vice  president,  of  The 
Legal  Aid  Society.  And  she  was  one  of  the 
original  seven  trustees  and  vice-chairpersons  of 
the  Clients’  Security  Fund  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  a  fund  created  in  1981  by  the  State 
Legislature  to  reimburse  victims  of  lawyer 
dishonesty. 

She  pursued  her  interests  in  the  subjects  of 
judicial  selection  and  professional  ethics  and 
was  twice  appointed  by  President  Jimmy  Carter 
to  the  U.S.  Nominating  Commission  for  Judges 
of  the  Second  Circuit,  and  served  as  a  member 
of  a  merit  selection  panel  for  Magistrates  in  the 
Southern  District.  She  was  a  director  of  the 
American  Judicature  Society  and  for  eight  years 
she  served  on  New  York  City  and  State  bar 
association  ethics  committees. 

She  has  received  many  awards  from  various  bar 
associations,  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degrees 
from  several  universities  and  law  schools,  and 
the  Medal  of  Distinction,  Barnard’s  highest 
award,  from  Barnard  College,  from  which  she 
graduated  in  1958. 

In  October,  1988,  she  delivered  the  Noreen  E. 


McNamara  Memorial  Lecture  at  Fordham  Law 
School  on  women  lawyers  and  gender  bias.  She 
has  lectured  and  written  widely  on  the  subject! 
of  professional  ethics,  women  in  the  law,  and 
state  constitutional  law.
